Questionable decisions at Raging Wolf IX

One of the tapouts and ques¬ 
tionable decisions involved 
Port Colborne fighters Sam 
Pascuzzi and Alexis Davis. 

In the main event, Port 
Colborne’s Davis, Raging 
Wolf’s bantamweight cham¬ 
pion, lost a three-round deci¬ 
sion, though not her title, to 
Elaina Maxwell who is based 
out of San Jose, Calif. 

It was a decision that 
shocked her coach. Dave 
Dayboll, and stunned Davis’ 
friends and family who crossed 
the border to watch the fight 

“I gave Alexis two of the 
three rounds in the fight- She 
managed cage control and dic¬ 
tated the pace of the fight” said 
Dayboll, adding he would try 
to protest the decision. 

Canadian Taylor Solomon of 
Port Dover-Six Nations at a 
catch weight of 180 pounds. 
Pascuzzi took the fight with 
Solomon on two days notice 
after Solomon's original oppo¬ 
nent, Buffalo’s T.J. Sumler, 
pulled out because of a hand 


Pascuzzi had no time to train 
specifically for Solomon and 
drop enough weight to fight at 
170 pounds. He was also wor¬ 
ried about his cardio going 
into the fight and wanted to 
conserve his energy to take on 


The two came out in the 
first round circling each other. 
Solomon threw a high kick at 
Pascuzzi, sending the Dayboll 
Jiu-Jitsu and Fitness Academy 
fighter backwards. Solomon 
came after Pascuzzi, but ended 
up being locked up in a clinch. 

Solomon defended the 
clinch, but Pascuzzi was able to 
execute a single-leg takedown 
and put the She Nations fighter 
on his back. 

The two went up against the 
cage, where Pascuzzi planned 
to use his ground and pound 
to take out Solomon. 

Unfortunately, Solomon was 
able to grab a hold of one of 
Pascuzzi’s arms and rolled over 


to sink in an arm bar, forcing 
Pascuzzi to tap out 

“I made a mistake. I let him 
touch the cage and he was able 
to sink in the arm bar.” 

The cage can be used to gain 
an advantage over opponents 
by forcing them up against it 
and not allowing them any 
escape, but opponents can 
also use the fence to push off 
or turn the tables. 

Dayboll, who is also 
Pascuzzi’s coach and trainer, 
said his fighter did exactly what 
he was going to do. 

“He clinched, put him 
(Solomon) up against the 
fence and used the single-leg 

Dayboll said Pascuzzi made 
a mistake when Solomon 
was able to put his feet on the 

“In that position, you spin 
off your opponent or get up," 
he said, of Pascuzzi's options at 
that point in the fight. 

Pascuzzi said the arm bar 
was locked in for about 20 sec¬ 
onds before he was forced to 
tap out 

“He beat me fair and square. 


I just wish I had more time to 
prepare,” Pascuzzi said after 
the fight 

During an in-ring interview 
right after her fight, Davis said 
Maxwell had a very good base 
and was hard to move. 

Davis wanted to throw 
Maxwell to the ground, but 
when she couldn’t get her 
over, she pulled guard. She 
wrapped her legs around 
Maxwell and fell back to the 
mat, pulling her opponent 
down. While on the ground, 
Davis attempted a number of 
submissions, including an arm 
bar. Throughout the fight she 
took Maxwell down, or had her 
pinned up against the cage. 

Davis said Maxwell con¬ 
nected with a couple of knees, 
but did no real damage to her 

While disappointed at losing 
the decision, it wasn’t the only 
disappointment on the night 
for Davis. 

Her fight against Maxwell 
was supposed to be a five- 
round title fight, but Maxwell 
didn’t make the 135-pound 
weight limit, so the fight was

Infant - Care 


Diaper Rash and Infant Colic are two areas of concern for many parents. There are 
some good over-the-counter remedies that can help with both issues. 

Most babies develop diaper rash at some point in their infancy. Plain water should be 
used to clean the area. Baby wipes can be irritating and cause worsening of the condition. 
Washcloths can be used to clean and dry the area. Try to leave the diaper off as long as 
possible to allow the area to dry. 

Cloth diapers may increase the incidence of diaper rash. Disposable diapers are better 
at pulling moisture away from the skin, however, some babies may have a reaction to the 
dyes in disposable diapers. If this is the case dye free diapers can be purchased. 

To help prevent and treat diaper rash, skin protectants can be used. Most of the 
products contain zinc oxide along with other various ingredients. In general the higher 
concentration or zinc oxide the better the protection. If the condition is severe try a 
product that has close to 40% zinc oxide. Zincofax extra-strength and Desitin Diaper 
Rash Ointment both have high concentrations of zinc. Another product called “Butt 
Paste" is quite effective. The brand name is Boudreaux's Butt Paste. It does not have as 
high a concentration of zinc but contains some other ingredients that seem to work well. 

topical reactions so it should be used with caution. 

Yeast infections can accompany diaper rash. An antifungal agent such as nystatin or 
clotrimazole should be applied in such cases and then the barrier cream should be applied 
on top. 

Topical corticosteroids may also be indicated. Guidelines suggest a low-potency 
steroid such as 1% hydrocortisone be used for a short duration (no more that 2 weeks). In 
Ontario you need a prescription from your doctor for 1% hydrocortisone cream but 0.5% 
cream can be purchased over the counter. Long term and high potency use should be 

There is a specialty product that could be compounded by your pharmacy. This 
involves using a product called cholestyramine mixed with another base cream. If all else 
fails you may want to ask your doctor or pharmacist about having this made for you. 

It is important to avoid using powders like talc and corn starch. These products 
may encourage the growth of yeast, and can cause respiratory problems for the infant if 

In severe cases treatment with a steroid cream, an antifungal, and a barrier cream 
may be necessary all at the same time. Apply the steroid first then the antifungal and 
then the barrier cream. 

Infant colic is another common problem. It is characterized by inconsolable crying 
with no identifiable cause. It starts at two to three weeks of age, peaks at six weeks and 
may begin to improve at twelve weeks. There is no universally effective treatment First 
steps involve swaddling the infant, walking, cuddling, offering a pacifier, taking car rides, 
walking outside, trying noise from the vacuum cleaner, clothes dryer, or fan. For nursing 
moms, dietary changes can also be tried. Eliminating cow's milk, onions, cabbage, and 
broccoli. For formula fed infants a change to a non-cow's milk based formula may help. 

Two over-the-counter products to try are alcohol free Gripe Water, and Infacol. The 
second product contains simethicone which is said to help relieve gas bubbles. 

A home remedy which has been proven to have moderate success involves mixing up 
table sugar in water, boiling the solution and allowing it to cool. Two mL of the solution 
can be given at a time. The recommended concentration of this solution is 12% (one level 
teaspoon of sugar in 30 ml of water). The solution should be used after cooling, or put in 
the refrigerator.
